Former President of Fur Ex- 
change Says Disputed Pro- 


cess Was Developed by 
S. J. Pingree. |

John Charles ohn Declares 
He Perfected Coloring of | 
Sealskins While in En-| 
gland. | 


Philip B. Fouke, former president | 
of the International Fur suxchange, 
testified in the United States Dis- 
trict Court today that the sealskin 
dyeing and dressing process used by 
the firm of Gibbins & Lohn, which he 
controls, is ot th» process of which 
George Rice, Ltd., London, claims 
Ownership, but was discovered and 
developed by Samuel J. Pingree, of 
St. Louis, formér treasurer of the 
International Fur Exchange. 

This testim- ny was gfven in the 
Rice company’s suit to enjoin Fouke, 
Funsten * s. & Co., the Interna- 
tional Fur Exchange and ‘Gibbins 
& Lohn from continuing to use the 
dyeing process, which it alleges was 
obtained from John Charles Lohn, 
formerly an employe of the Rice 
Co. 

Fouke testified that Pingree, after 
long experience in the fur business 
was made general manager of the 
Gibbins & Lohn business in 1918, | 
after the work of J. E. C. Lohn, a | 
son of John C. Lohn, in dyeing and | 
dressing furs had been found unsat- | 
isfactory. | 


Pingree Sent to College. 

He said Pingree was sent to Wash- 
ington University for two years to 
studs chemistry of dyéing and that 
after much experimenting Pingree 
in the spring of 1918 first dyed small 
pieces of fur and then dyed 100 seal- 
skins in a manner so satisfactory 
that Lohn was deposed as foreman 
and Pingree was put in charge of the 
dyeing. 

Fouke testified that in 1913 he 
went to London and 0offered the 
Rice company $50,000 cash bonus to 
open a branch in the United States, 
but it declined the offer and mem- 
bers of the company laughed at him 
when he said that sealskins would in 
the near future be dyed and sold in| 


the United States. | 

John Charles Lohn yesterday tes- | 
tified that he was the original right- | 
ful owner of the fur dyeing and | 
dressing process wh.ch was used by 
the Gibbins & Lohn company wmder 
the direction of his son, J. E. C. 


The Rice company, in its petition. 
asserted that negotiations by Fouke 
as president of the International Fur 
Exchange and of the Funsten Co. re- 
sulted in the acquisition of its secret 
dyeing and dressing process for use 
in St. Louis and that this, more than 
any other factor, enabled Fouke and 
his na my shift the center of 
the world’s fur trade from London to 
St. Louis. 

After obtaining possession of the | 
secret process Fouke and his St. 
Louis associates in the fur business | 
obtained a contract to dye and dress | 
al] the sealskins owned by the United | 
States Government. To do this work | 
they organized the Gibbins & Lohn | 
firm. 

he assertion of the Rice company 
that it owned the process and com- 
municated it to Lohn was denied by | 
Lohn, who said that on the contrary | 
he communicated the secret to the | 
company. °

of other skins for the Rice company 
in their plant at Stratford from 1888 
until 1904 when he became the dyer 
of sealskins, which position he held 
until he left the employ of the com- 
pany in 1914. ° 

His knowledge of sealskin dyeing 
came through practical experiments 
made in his home while he was a 
dyer of other furs, he said, and his 
process was perferted in 1898, when 
he obtained a sealskin from a friend 
and tested it. 

He did not dyé any furs of this 
class for Rice until six years later, 
he said, when Peter Schloesser who 
was then foreman dyer of sealskins 
for the Rice company at its plant in 
London, left their employ. 

Fifteen sealskins were sent to him 
by the senior Rice for him to dye, he 
testified, and the work done on them 
was so satisfactory that he was 
promptly installed in charge of that 
class of work. 

Lohn said his employers did not 
know his process and detiared that 
in 1906 they attempted to, buy it from 
him so that they might sell it#to the 
Chapelle Company of New York. 
They offered him £400, he said, and | 
the transaction fell through when he 
held out for £800.

building, and a portable hand set {s carried from hole to hole behind 
one pair of the players, always within easy reach of the reporter 

As soon as Chick Evans holes his putt, the fact that he made 
the hole in four is transmitted by aerial waves to a telephone in the 
edttorial room of the Post-Dispatch and a progressive account of the 
champion's play is dictated by the reporter to a stenographer. 

This is the first time wireless has been used in reporting for 

a St. Louls newspaper, and the first time in the world that a golf 

match has been reported in this manner. accarding to the wireles& 

men. The obvious advantage is that the play can ‘be reported as soon 


as made, and without loss of the time it would take a messenger to

ORIGIN OF KU KLUX KLAN 
IN NEW YORK REEKS WITH 
INTRIGUE, WRIGHT DECLARES 


Former KlEagle Quotes FromWeekly News Let- 


ter Telling of Initiation of Prominent Officials 


and Their Enthus 


lasm Over Work.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—C. Ander- 
son Wright, who resigned his job as 
King KiEagle in the Ku Klux Klan, 
in a signed copyrighted article in 
the New York American (which 
joined in the expose of Imperial Wiz- 
ard Simmons’ [Invisible Empire 10 
days after the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World had made public 
all of the secrets of the organization) 
tells of some of his personal experi- 
ences and observations as a KliEagle 
as follows: 

“The origin of the Ku Klux Klan 
in New York, last February, reeks 
with intrigue and falsehood. There 
was a plot to drive the Jews of New 
York from America. That was only 
one feature of the plan of campaign 
here. The Catholics were the next in 
line to be sacrificed on the altar of 
the Invisible Empire. With that 
phase I shall deal in full later. 

“For the moment let me tell. how 
the Klan entered New York. Being 
arrayed against the Catholics, it was 
not within the scope of the leaders 
of the organization to approach Com- 
missioner Enright with invitations to 
become a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. Had he been eligible to mem- 
he would have been among 
the first of the officials of New York 
to be solicited.

the seas. 

Long before the gates to the yards 
were thrown open, crowds began to 
gather. Along Sands street, parallel- 
ing the Brooklyn water front to the 
vard, shopkeepers had made ita day 
of mourning, closing their doors and 
facing the front of their stores with 
the American colors and black crepe. 

It had been planned to hold a me- 
morial service on the athletic field, 
but cloudy skies necessitated holding 
the ceremony in the mess hall. Po- 
lice guards held back the crowds 
while American bluejackets carried 
the coffins to that building from the 
temporary chapel in which they had 
been placed last night. 

Coffins on One Bier. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock all the 
coffins had been placed on a com- 
mon bier, stretching entirely across 
one end of the mess hall in front of 
the altar. Each coffin was draped 
with the American flag. Of the 
American seamen who died in ,.the 
disaster, there was missing only the 
body of Machinist J. T. Hancock of 
Shields, Mich., who was buried in 
England. 

The white washed walls of the 
mess hall were draped with Amer- 
ican flags when the guards or

RECOGNITION OF OBREGON. 


HERE is no state in the Union in which 

the different churches have exerted a more 
potent and beneficial influence. Each has 
filled its particular niche nobly and well, in the 
absence of which the material things in life 
would never have attained their object, and for 
those early missionaries we of today can thank 
God because of our Spiritual and material] bless- 
ings. As the noble rivers of this great State 
were the only thoroughfares for the exploration 
of its trackless wilds. the man of God, with un- 
bounded faith, joined the dauntless little com- 
pany wh» sought a path to the broad fields be- 
fore unknown to the white man. There. then 
were no houses of worship. As the little settle- 


ments began to dot the forest and prairie the 
itinerant missionary was wont to seek out the 
settlers in their new homes and teach them in 
Spiritual things. Thos: days of @anger and trial 
were made happy, no dowbt. by the voice of 
prayer, the hymn of praise and the spiritual 
lessings 

For 50 years and more preceding the nine- 
teenth century, the Catholic faith was chiefly 


known, and its influence and blessings felt 
among the settlers. But as the tide of immi- 
gration poured in, other religious denominations 
developed, and churches and places began to 
spring up everywhere in the wilderness. 

The earliest Protestant church organization 
of which there is any record was perfected near 
Jackson, Cape Gtrardeay County, in 1806 
through the labors of the Rev. David Green. A 
“meeting house” was built of loge—the first 
Protestant building erected for worship west of 
the Mississippi Rivgr, and for years the only 
Structure from the great river to the Pacific 
Ocean dedicated to the service of the living God. 
This church was Baptist in faith and order, and 
was known as the Bethe! Baptist Church. It 
was not large, but formed an active and conse- 
crated band, full of faith and good works, and 
from the little log house in the wilderness, the 
denomination now has many costly and “elegant 
church edifices, a noble band of able and con- 
soaenaed ministers and many thousafds of mem- 

ers. 

Before the territory of Louisiana was ceded to 
the United States members of the Baptist 
church had settled in various localities. Those 
who had found homes in the southeastern por- 
tion of the State were cheered and comforted 
by the visits of Rev. Thos. Johnson, from Geor- 
gia, who preached among them, and baptized 
one, about the year 1799. They were without 
any permanent organization until July, 1806. 
At this time the Rev. Green, who had visited 
the scattered settlers a year before. became a 
permanent resident of Cape Girardeau County. 
and soon collected together a sufficient num- 
ber of persons of like faith with himself to con- 
stitute a Baptist church. When organized, they 
adopted the name of Bethel, for this was to 
them indeed a “house of God.” 


Rev. David Green was a native of Virginia, 
who had already preacked in his native State, 
but also in North and South Carolina and Ken- 
tucky; but pressed ferward by a zeal akin to 
that of the aposties: of ol4, he extended his Ia- 
bors west of the great river, and became the 
pioneer Baptist Preacher of Missouri. He was 
permitted to labor on this field only a little 
over three years. In December, 1809, he died. 
His remains were interred in a private burial 
ground, and as far as the writer has been able 
to learn, the exact spot is now unknown. This 
last fact has deprived the Baptists of the present 
generation of the privilege of erecting to his 
memory a suitable monument upon the Place of 
his sepulchre. 

About the time Bethel Church was located 
other families of the same faith journeyed west 
of the “‘Father of Waters” and made for them- 
selves homes tn St. Louis County. The most 
prominent among these was the Rev. T. R. Mu- 
sick, who for many years labored in “word and 
Goctrine™ with distinguished suécess. Under 
these labors a church was soon organized an@ 
called Fee-Fee, after the stream of tnat name 
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that flowed nearby where the church was con- 
stituted. 

In 1816, the first association of Missouri 
Baptists was formed. It consisted of seven 
churches, and was organized in the meeting 
house of the Bethel Church. It was known as 
the Bethel Association. These seven churches 
were located in the southeastern portiog of 
Missouri. 

Congregational Church.—In 1814, Rev. Sam- 
uel J. Mills of Torrington, Conn., and the Rev. 
Daniel Smith of Bennington, Vt., both Congre- 
gationa!l ministers, were sent into the far West 
as missionaries by the Massachusetts Congrega- 
tional Home Missionary Society. On the Sab- 
bath of Nov. 6, 1814, they preached the first 
regular Protestant sermons in St. Louis. (A serv- 
ice had now and then been held in the court- 
house previously by an itinerating Methodist.) 
St. Louis, then, was a French town of only 2000 
people. Three-fourths of these were Catholics. 
Stephen Hempstead, a Congrcgationalist from 
New London, Conn., was a resident in St. Louis, 
having settled there some time before. He 
made way for the coming of these Protestant 
ministers, and gave them welcome. He says: 
‘These brethren, Mills and Smith, were grate- 
fully received by the inhabitants of all ranks. 
They had crowded houses whenever they 
preached.” In 1816, Rev. Salmon Giddings, 
Congregationa!] minister from Hartland, Conn., 
was sent to St. Louis by the Connecticut Con- 
gregational Missionary Society.. He came like 
all others, 1200 miles on horseback ghrough the 
wilderness, preaching along the way, abiding in 
faith in God, and reached St. Louis April 6. He 
at once set up service and commenced system- 
atic missionary werk. Nov. 16, 1917, Mr. Gid- 
dings organized the first Protestant church in 
the city, consisting of 10 members. Stephen 
Hempstead, whose son Edward became the first 
member of Congress from Missouri, and Thos. 
Osborne, the only two male members out of the 
10, were chosen elders. A majority of these 
were Congregationalists, although the church 
was constituted Presbyterian. Mr. Giddings or- 
ganized 17 churches in the vicinity of St. Louis— 
part in Illinois. He was a successful pastor of 
the church, and the Bishop in Christian work 
in all this region for 12 years, until he died, in 
1828. During all this time, until his death, he 
held a commission from the Connectieut Mis- 
eionary Society, and was working under their 
direction and paid, until the church became 
self-supporting, by them. The same is true of 
over 60 other missionaries sent at that time, 
and soon after, to this neighborhood. But the 
churches founded, although made up very 
largely of Congregationalists who had migrated 
to the West, were Presbyterians in their order.
